Elegantly 
dressed ladies, side by side with negro 
women, are carrying wine. coffee, and wa- 
ter to the soldier*-, unheeding tue rain that 
is fast filling. Tbe ladies dock stop to 
drnw the corks cf the bottles of Catawba 
wine, but knock the necks off. and pour 
out the contents in new tin cups. A 
soldier has ju»t died. The men state that 
for three days they have had nothing :o 
eat except crackers, and wire all duv yes- 
terday without water. 

According to the statement, of two Fire 
Zouaves, they only have about 200 left 
from the slaughter,’ while the Sixtv-ninth 
and Seventy-ninth Regiments frightfully 
suffered in killed and wounded. The 
number cannot now be know u. 

Sherman’s, Carlisle’s, Griffin’s, and the 
West Point batteries were uken bv ihe 
enemy, and the eighr seige and 32 riri*a 
cannon, the latter being too cumbrous to 
remove. They were too miles the ether 
side of Centre viilc. 

Estimated Loss.— The Herald says ; 

•* There can be no longer a doubt atom 
the disastrous nature of the retreat of our 
army from BullY Ran to Arlington Eights, 
lu killed, wounded, and prisoners, the loss 
auiouuis probably to twenty thousand, in- 
cluding many of the best officers, tog* tht-r 
with the whole o! tLc- splendid artillery.’’

TRUMBULL moved to add the Ar 
ntory at ILnipcr's Ferry, vvjiich wa? agreed 
to, and the resolution was udopteu. 

Mr. HOWE offered a resolution requir- 
ing the President to inform the Senate 
what instructions have been given to for- 
eigu Ministers in reference to ihe rebell- 
ion — Agree*! to. 

Mr. Si l Ell MAN, from the Committee on 
Finance, reported back the bill to indem- 
nify the States for expen.-es incurred to 
defend the Government. — Passed. 

Mr. SIMMONS, from the Committee on 
Finance, reported an amendment to the 
bill to raise revenue. The bill was taken 
up. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE said he could not 
vote for the resolution, as he though; it did 
not sUiV: the facts in regard to the war be- 
ing forced on the country by the Southern 
disunionists. His opinion was that the pre- 
sent condition of things was due to the re- 
fusal of the majority, last wiuicr, ro make 
any conciliation, fts did not think th^ at- 
tack on Fort Sumter was a cause for a gen- 
eral w ar, and the President is responsible 
for the general war. He aid not think 
that the Congress had done its duty to the 
whole country. lie believed the war wh' 
prose uted for the purpose of subjugation 
and not for the maintenance of the Consti- 
tution, for the Constitution is trampled up 
upon every day. He believed that if tiie 
war w a# carried ontwelvemontbs.it would 
b: the grave of constitutional 1 berty; that 
it was h*8 Humble judgment that jc.ce was 
what we ui ed lor the restoration of the 
Govcrnaieni Jaud the preservation of con- 
s.ltutional lib< rty. 

Mr. SHERMAN 6&id he thanked God 
that this w*as not the voice of Kentucky. 

Washington, July 25.— House. —Mr. 
RICHARDSON in a personal explanation, 
said, the remark's he made yesterday, were 
entirely without premeditation, li'iu the 
heat of debate he had wounded the feel- 
ings of the gentleman, he regretted it.
